Irthlingborough. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  tenth  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  area  for  the  year  1957. 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  year  will  be  found  in  Section  A,  and  from 
this  it  will  be  seen  that  the  birth  rate  11.81  per  1,000  of  population  was 
considerably  lower  than  the  previous  year  when  it  was  13.13.  The  death 
rate  10.82  per  1,000  of  population  showed  a fall  on  the  previous  year  when 
it  was  13.92.  A classification  of  the  causes  of  death  will  be  found  in 
Table  No.  1 in  Section  H,  and  it  will  be  seen  that  diseases  of  the  Heart 
and  Circulatory  System  accounted  for  over  half  the  number  of  deaths. 
The  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  showed  an  increase  on  the  previous 
year  and  one  death  was  due  to  carcinoma  of  the  bronchus.  The  infant 
mortality  rate  was  33.33  per  1,000  live  births  and  was  lower  than  the 
previous  year,  when  it  was  44.77. 

In  the  following  Section  B the  Health  Services  available  for  the 
district  will  be  found,  and  the  area  is  well  covered. 

In  Section  C,  which  deals  with  the  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the 
area,  an  account  of  the  water  supply  is  given.  Water  from  the  gravel 
pits  is  now  included  in  the  town  water  undertakings,  but  this  supply  is 
used  in  connection  with  the  fourth  well,  which  is  used  for  trade  purposes. 
On  account  of  the  increasing  demand  for  water  a fifth  well  has  been  sunk 
in  the  river  gravels  about  a mile  East  of  the  principal  well.  The  supply 
from  this  well  should  help  considerably. 

From  Section  D it  will  be  seen  that  the  Council’s  Housing  programme 
has  progressed  satisfactorily,  and  also  that  the  Council  is  making  progress 
with  the  clearance  of  unfit  houses.  The  re-development  of  suitable 
cleared  sites  in  the  town  is  very  satisfactory,  as  also  is  the  re-conditioning 
of  a number  of  houses  purchased  by  the  Council. 

An  account  of  the  action  taken  in  connection  with  food  premises  is 
given  in  Section  E.  It  is  suggested  that  samples  of  rinses  from  washed 
milk  bottles  and  churns  should  be  instituted. 

Section  F deals  with  the  control  and  prevalence  of  infectious  diseases, 
and  it  is  very  pleasing  to  report  a very  definite  increase  in  the  number  of 
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vaccinations  carried  out  during  the  year.  These  must  be  the  best  figures 
returned  for  the  district.  It  is  hoped  that  this  improvement  will  be 
maintained.  The  Poliomyelitis  vaccination  scheme  is  progressing  satis- 
factorily and  it  is  hoped  that  by  the  time  this  report  is  presented  the 
majority  of  children  in  the  area  will  have  received  this  protection  against 
Poliomyelitis.  A short  account  of  an  Influenza  epidemic  which  occurred 
in  the  last  quarter  of  the  year  is  given.  Measles  with  93  cases  was  the 
most  prevalent  of  the  infectious  diseases. 

In  conclusion  I should  like  to  thank  Mr.  Dewhurst  for  information 
supplied  for  this  report  and  also  for  his  help  and  assistance  throughout 
the  year.  I should  also  like  to  thank  Miss  Pearson  for  her  assistance  in 
compiling  this  report  and  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking 
the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  encourage- 
ment and  help  throughout  the  year.

NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 


Area — The  Urban  District  of  Irthlingborough  covers  an  area  of 
2,910  acres.  The  density  of  population  is  1.7  persons  per  acre  and  the 
housing  factor  is  2.8  persons  per  house. 


Population — The  Registrar-General  in  his  returns  for  1957  gives  the 
population  figure  for  Irthlingborough  as  5,080,  which  is  a fall  of  20  on 
the  estimated  population  for  the  previous  year.  The  natural  increase, 
i.e.,  the  number  of  births  compared  with  deaths  during  the  year  was  5. 


Deaths — Fifty-five  deaths  were  recorded  during  the  year.  This 
gives  a death  rate  of  10.82  per  1,000  of  population  compared  with  13.92 
for  the  previous  year.  The  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  the 
same  year  was  11.5.  A classification  of  the  causes  of  death  will  be  found 
in  Table  No.  1 in  Section  H.  From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  by  far  the 
greatest  cause  of  death  was  due  to  diseases  of  the  Heart  and  Circulatory 
system.  These  accounted  for  30  of  the  55  deaths.  Ten  deaths  were 
due  to  cancer  compared  with  six  in  the  previous  year,  and  included  one 
death  from  cancer  of  the  lung  or  bronchus  which  was  the  same  as  in  1956. 
The  number  of  deaths  from  Respiratory  causes  was  five  and  the  same 
number  as  the  previous  year.  The  following  table  shows  a comparison 
between  the  death  rates  for  Irthlingborough,  England  and  Wales  and 
the  Administrative  County  for  the  period  1946  to  1957.

Births— Sixty  births  were  registered  during  the  year,  which  gives  a 
birth  rate  of  11.81  per  1,000  of  population,  which  shows  a fall  on  the 
previous  year  when  it  was  13.13.  The  birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
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for  1957  was  16.1.  Further  information  concerning  this  rate  will  be 
found  in  Table  No.  2 in  Section  H. 

Illegitimate  Births  — Four  illegitimate  births  were  registered,  which 
gives  a rate  of  0.78  per  1,000  of  population.  The  rate  for  the  previous 
year  was  1.37. 

Stillbirths — Two  stillbirths  were  recorded,  which  gives  a rate  of  0.39 
per  1,000  of  population  compared  with  0.58  in  the  previous  year. 

Maternal  Mortality — No  death  has  been  recorded  for  14  years. 

Infant  Mortality — Two  infant  deaths  occurred  during  the  year,  which 
gives  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  33.33  per  1,000  live  births.  The  rate 
for  the  previous  year  was  44.77.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for 
1957  was  23.0.  In  Table  No.  2 in  Section  H the  infant  mortality  rate 
dating  back  to  1902  is  given.  The  following  table  shows  a comparison 
between  the  Infant  Mortality  rate  for  England  and  Wales,  the  Administra-

Neonatal  Mortality — This  is  a subdivision  of  the  infant  mortality  rate 
and  concerns  infant  deaths  within  28  days  of  independent  existence. 
One  death  occurred  in  this  subdivision  and  thus  the  rate  for  the  year  was 
16.66  per  1,000  live  births.  The  rate  for  the  previous  year  was  Nil.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

Laboratory  Service — The  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Northampton 
and  the  Laboratory  at  Kettering  General  Hospital,  with  branches  at  the 
Park  Hospital,  Wellingborough,  and  The  Hayway,  Rushden,  serve  the 
area. 

Ambulance  Service — This  service  is  provided  by  the  County  Council 
and  the  Headquarters  for  the  area  is  at  Wellingborough.  The  area  is 
well  served. 

Nursing  in  the  Home  and  Home  Helps — These  services  are  also 
supplied  by  the  County  Council.  The  Home  Help  service  is  a valuable 
one  and  often  helps  over  a crisis  in  the  family.  With  regard  to  old  folk 
it  is  often  the  means  of  keeping  them  in  their  own  homes  when  otherwise 
they  would  have  to  go  to  hospital.  There  is  a resident  district  nurse  and 
health  visitor  in  the  town. 

Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics — The  County  hold  an  Infant  Welfare 
Centre  on  the  first  Thursday  of  each  month  at  St.  Peter’s  Church  rooms. 
On  the  Addington  Road  Estate  a second  centre  is  held  at  Welford  Hall  on 
the  third  Thursday  of  each  month.  An  antenatal  and  postnatal  clinic 
is  held  on  the  fourth  Friday  of  each  month  at  St.  Peter’s  Church  rooms. 
An  orthopaedic  clinic,  run  by  the  Manfield  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  is  held 
at  the  Wesleyan  rooms,  Queen  Street,  Rushden,  on  the  first  and  third 
Fridays  of  each  month. 

Hospital  Accommodation — The  Oxford  Regional  Hospital  Board  is 
the  responsible  authority  for  the  area  and  the  services  supplied  are  as 
follows  :

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National  Assistance  Act,  1948 — No  action  was  necessary  under 
Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948. 

Welfare  of  Old  People — The  Irthlingborough  Old  Folks  Welfare 
Committee  carried  out  much  good  work  in  the  area.  There  are  two 
sections,  and  the  first  section  concerns  itself  with  the  Darby  and  Joan 
Club  and  the  second  with  the  welfare  of  old  persons  who  do  not  attend 
this  Club.  These  persons  are  visited.  There  is  a chiropody  service  held 
once  a month  for  members  of  the  Darby  and  Joan  Club.  This  is  held  in 
a room  at  the  Council  Offices.  Other  old  folk  can  attend  at  a reduced 
fee  the  surgery  of  a visiting  chiropodist. 

Members  of  the  Fete  and  Charity  Committee  visit  annually  the  Park 
Hospital  and  donate  presents  to  old  folk  resident  there  from  Irthling- 
borough.

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SECTION  C 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply — The  water  supply  to  the  town  is  supplied  by  the 
Urban  District  Council  and  the  source  is  four  shallow  wells  sunk  in  the 
Nene  Valley  gravels.  The  principal  well  or  town  well  is  augmented  by 
two  other  wells  and  the  fourth  well  is  used  for  trade  purposes  only.  In 
1956,  due  to  the  fact  that  the  early  months  of  the  year  were  dry,  and  also 
an  increased  trade  demand,  the  water  supply  had  to  be  augmented  by 
taking  water  from  the  gravel  pits.  The  Ministry  had  approved  of  using 
this  service,  but  only  in  connection  with  the  fourth  well,  which  water  is 
for  trade  purposes.  The  demands  on  the  town  well  and  its  two  subsidiary 
wells  have  been  rather  excessive  over  the  past  few  years  and  the  source  of 
supply  requires  to  be  increased.  With  this  point  in  view  the  Council  have 
explored  other  sources.  A well  sunk  in  the  river  gravels  about  a mile 
East  of  the  present  pumping  station  gave  a satisfactory  yield.  The  level 
of  the  well  showed  no  appreciable  fall  at  a pumping  rate  of  12,000  gallons 
per  hour.  Approval  has  been  granted  by  the  Ministry  for  this  well  to  be 
incorporated  in  the  town’s  supply  and  a scheme  has  been  drawn  up  to  get 
water  from  this  source.  This  plan,  in  my  opinion,  should  be  proceeded 
with  as  soon  as  possible,  as  it  is  unwise  to  overload  the  town  well.  The 
yield  from  gravel  wells  falls  if  overworked  and  the  standard  of  the  water 
deteriorates.  The  combined  yield  for  the  three  wells  is  approximately 
228,000  gallons  per  day,  but  this  quantity  may  fall  in  a dry  season.  The 
outfall  of  the  fourth  well  is  approximately  72,000  gallons  per  day. 

Quality  — On  6th  November,  1957,  a sample  of  water  from  the  public 
supply  was  taken  for  chemical  analysis.  This  sample  gave  the  following 
results  :

Treatment — All  water  is  treated  before  being  pumped  into  use  for 
circulation  to  the  town.  Treatment  consists  of  chlorination  by  means 
of  Paterson's  Gravity  Chloronome,  followed  by  filtration,  which  is  carried 
out  through  three  cylindrical  sand  filters,  and  the  water  is  then  de- 
chlorinated  by  passage  through  activated  charcoal  filter.  Two  electrically 
driven  centrifugal  pumps,  capable  of  pumping  at  the  rate  of  15,000  gallons 
per  hour,  are  used  to  pump  the  water  from  the  works  to  a service  reservoir 
which  has  a capacity  of  689,000  gallons  and  is  situated  near  Windmill 
Road. 


Water  Consumption — The  total  water  consumption  for  the  year  was 
110,019,000  gallons,  which  shows  an  increase  of  10,195,000  gallons  over 
the  previous  year.  Water  consumption  over  the  previous  five  years  was 
as  follows  :

Piped  Water  Supplies — 1,771  houses  in  the  district  have  a piped 
water  supply  laid  into  the  house.  23  houses  are  dependent  on  stand- 
pipes. Three  houses  in  the  area  are  not  connected  to  the  town’s  mains. 

Drainage,  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal — Sewage  Works — These  are 
modern  works  and  a description  of  the  method  adopted  in  the  treatment 
of  crude  sewage  is  as  follows.  Sewage  as  it  enters  the  works  is  led  to 
collecting  tanks  and  from  here  is  pumped  to  the  detrius  tanks,  and  from 
this  to  pyramidical  continuous  flow  settlement  tanks.  Heavy  solids  in 
solution  here  fall  out  and  settle  on  the  bottom  of  the  tank  to  form  sludge. 
From  the  settlement  tanks  the  effluent  flows  by  gravitation  to  six  circular 
primary  filter  beds.  In  these  beds  biological  action  takes  place  on 
sewage  and  breaks  it  down.  The  effluent  from  these  beds  is  collected  in 
humus  tanks  and  from  this  led  to  three  secondary  filter  beds.  The 
effluent  from  these  beds  is  collected  again  in  a humus  tank  and  from  this 
flows  to  outfall  and  into  the  River  Nene.  Sludge  is  pumped  from  the 
settlement  tanks  to  sludge  drying  beds.  In  1954  eight  extra  sludge  drying 
beds  were  constructed.  It  was  found  necessary  to  have  these  extra  beds, 
as  sludge  is  a problem  at  these  works.  Due  to  the  nature  of  the  crude 
sewage  and  its  high  trade  waste  contents,  an  abnormal  quantity  of  sludge 
is  formed.  The  Council  have  been  successful  in  disposing  of  large  quanti- 
ties of  sludge  locally.  The  total  volume  of  sewage  dealt  with  at  the  works 
during  the  year  was  98,449,000  gallons,  which  once  again  shows  a con- 
siderable increase  on  the  previous  year  when  it  was  84,320,000  gallons. 
The  average  daily  flow  in  1957  was  269,723  gallons  compared  with  231,014 
gallons  in  the  previous  year,  which  is  an  increase  of  12J%  on  1956. 

Disinfection — Concurrent  and  terminal  disinfection  is  carried  out  as 
requested  in  connection  with  cases  of  infectious  diseases.  Articles  of 
clothing,  bedding,  etc.,  requiring  disinfection,  are  sent  by  arrangement 
to  the  steam  disinfection  station  at  Rushden. 

Movable  Dwellings,  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  S.269 — No  action  was 
necessary  during  the  year. 

Public  Cleansing — A weekly  collection  of  household  refuse  is  provided 
by  the  Council.  Approximately  876  loads  were  collected  during  the  year 
and  tipped  at  the  Council’s  tip  situated  off  the  Ditchford  Road.  As  this 
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tip  is  almost  full  it  is  essential  that  another  site  should  be  acquired. 
The  Council  have  such  a site  in  view. 


Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949 — The  area  is  visited  weekly 
by  a Rodent  Operator  from  Wellingborough  by  arrangement  with  the 
Wellingborough  U.D.C.  A summary  of  work  carried  out  is  as  follows  :

The  12  houses  in  the  Parks  purchased  by  the  Council,  and  re-con- 
ditioned, were  completed  during  the  year.  Re-conditioning  of  these 
houses  consisted  of  insertion  of  damp  proof  course  in  all  walls  and  the 
relaying  of  all  ground  floors.  An  internal  W.C.  bathroom  and  hot  water 
supply  was  also  supplied.  This  was  an  excellent  scheme,  saves  twelve 
houses,  and  provides  good  homes  at  a reasonable  rent.  This  is  the  second 
scheme  of  this  sort  carried  out  by  the  Council.  In  the  previous  year 
five  areas  comprising  27  houses  were  dealt  with  under  the  Slum  Clearance 
programme.  Orders  concerning  these  areas  were  confirmed.  The  Slum 
Clearance  programme  is  progressing  satisfactorily  and  the  year  was  given 
to  building  and  re-housing  persons  displaced.  One  further  clearance  area 
was  dealt  with  during  the  year  and  this  was  as  follows  :

The  order  was  confirmed  for  this  area. 

Under  Section  11  of  the  Housing  Act,  one  house  was  demolished  and 
an  undertaking  was  given  concerning  two  other  houses  not  to  re-let  for 
human  habitation. 

The  number  of  applicants  for  Council  houses  at  the  end  of  the  year 
was  145,  which  is  23  more  than  at  the  end  of  the  previous  year. 

A number  of  reports  were  submitted  to  the  Health  Committee  con- 
cerning the  living  conditions  of  applicants  referred  on  special  grounds  of 
ill  health.  After  consideration  these  cases  were  submitted  to  the  Housing 
Committee  with  a recommendation  to  rehouse.  I appreciate  the  con- 
sideration given  to  such  cases  by  the  Housing  Committee.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  Supply  — Milk  samples  are  now  taken  in  the  district  by  this 
authority.  This,  in  my  opinion,  is  necessary,  especially  as  there  is  a very 
large  dairy  in  the  area  where  milk  is  pasteurised.  About  40,000  bottles 
a day  pass  through  this  dairy.  The  County  being  the  authority  which 
issues  licences  for  Pasteurisation  plants  also  take  samples.  18  samples 
were  taken  during  the  year  and  the  results  were  as  follows  :

Whooping  Cough — No  cases  were  notified.  There  were  23  cases  in 
the  previous  year. 

Measles — 93  cases  were  notified  compared  with  nil  in  the  previous 
year.  The  majority  of  cases  occurred  in  February  and  notifications  fell 
steeply  in  March.  One  case  was  removed  to  hospital.  It  is  interesting 
to  note  from  Table  No.  6 in  Section  H that  the  majority  of  cases  were 
in  the  older  age  groups  of  children. 

Erysipelas — No  cases  occurred.  There  were  two  cases  in  the  previous 
year. 

Pneumonia — Two  cases  of  pneumonia  were  notified  compared  with 
one  in  the  previous  year.  Three  deaths  were  attributed  to  this  cause. 
There  was  one  death  in  the  previous  year. 

Influenza — Although  this  is  not  a notifiable  disease  and  so  no  exact 
number  of  cases  are  known,  there  was  an  epidemic  of  this  disease  in  the 
last  quarter  of  the  year.  The  pattern  of  the  epidemic  was  similar  to  that 
in  other  parts  of  the  country,  children  first  affected  and  later  adults.  It 
was  known  as  an  Asian  type  influenza  and  its  approach  had  been  watched 
with  a certain  amount  of  trepidation.  Actually  it  was  a mild  type  of 
influenza  and  cases  ran  a course  of  4 to  5 days. 

Poliomyelitis — It  is  now  seven  years  since  the  last  case  of  Polio- 
myelitis occurred  in  the  district. 

Poliomyelitis  Vaccination — Vaccination  against  this  disease  was 
continued  during  the  year.  As  the  British  produced  vaccine  was  in  short 
supply  the  use  of  Salk  vaccine  was  introduced.  The  age  range  for  children 
has  been  increased  and  covers  children  aged  6 months  to  15  years.  Ex- 
pectant mothers  and  persons  exposed  to  risk  of  this  disease  are  also 
offered  this  vaccination.  162  vaccinations  were  carried  out  compared 
with  18  in  the  previous  year,  but  already  in  this  year  these  figures  have 
been  exceeded.
